Bloomfield  Township  yet  doe* 
not  possess  a  town  ball,  but  it  does 
own  some  very  valuable  property 
in  the  beautiful  shade  trees  that  are 
growing  opon  ui<**t  of  the  street*. 
They  should  he  as  carefully  protected 

•  as  any  property.  A  good  iauny  of 
the  tree*  are  being  destroyed  as 
thoroughly  as  though  sums  vaiidMl 
were  allowed  U>  g<>  about  in  tbs  uigbi 
with  an  ax  ami  girdle  them. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  brief  aiticlr 
appeared  in  Ibis  p»i>er  in  regard  t* 
the  damaging  work  which  the  electin' 
current  was  effecting  uu  the  tree* 
along  the  public  ways.  It  was  hope* l 
then  that  it  anight  l«-ud  to  the  cutting 
off  of  sudb  limbs  as  came  ill  contact 
with  the  electric  wires,  but  so  far  an 
we  can  oleerve  nothing  has  yet  been 
done. 

If  anyone  regards  this  as  a  foolish 
notion  gotten  up  for  the  exjicesa  pur- 
;^pse  of  criticising  the  tow  s  author¬ 
ises  he  is  mistivken.  The  writer 
Ess  an  examination  of  the  trees  i' 
•frilling  fo  affirm  that  the  electric  cm 
J^ent  is  killing  them.  Almost  any  o f 
'Jhe  residents  about  the  tornefof 
ffiruad  Street  aud  Belleville  A.euut- 
•Jould  testify  to  the  actual  burning 
feWhich  goes  on  among  the  branches  of 
"Jibe  trees  thereabouts. 

B  There  are  two  flue  trees  at  the 
■Irueowtik  to  the  High  School  which 
taere  aUen  by  the  writer  to  burn  one 
levening  this  week  with  such  a  bright 
^light  as  to  suggest  that  incandescent 
li-hts  were  fastened  among  then 
branches.  On  closer  inspection  it 
was  discovered  that  the  brunches 
themselves  were  on  tire.  lleskleuts 
of  that  vicinity  can  testify  to  the  elec- 
!  trie  display  in  other  trees,  esiiecially 
on  wet  evenings. 

It  must  he  that  the  authorities  are 
positively  figr*1-**.  of  the  one  feature 
which  makes  our  town  attractive— its 
beautiful  old  trees — or  they  would  not 
permit  them  to  be  mutilated  or  mis¬ 
used  as  supports  for  electric  or  tele- 
phuuelwires.  Property  owners  should 
protest  agaiiJst  it,  as  some  have  don« 
There  was  a  great  furore  to  save  the 
elms  £roqi  the  beetles,  but  now  too 
many  residents  seem  disposed  to  si  l 
still  and  see  them  burn. 

On  Tuesday  night  a  large  maple 
U»e  on  Broad  Street  opposite  Warren 
waa  ablaze  aud  gave  out  ueaily  “1200 
candle  power."  Without  saying  any¬ 
thing  more  about  the  killing  of  shade 
trees  by  carelessly  running  electric 
wire*  through  them,  the  matter  cer¬ 
tainly  ought  to  have  some  weight 
the  Township  Lighting  Cum- 

•  mitts*  when  they  see  how  they  are 
robbing  tbe  Newark  Light  aud  Power 
Company  by  maintaining  these  extra 
lights  in  the  trees.  If  tbe  Light 
Committee  is  deaf  to  any  other  appeal 
this  one  ought  to  receive  atteutiou.

JMozart  Club  Concert. 

Tbe  many  friends  of  the  Mozart  Club 
tilled  Central  Hall  completely  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  night,  to  listen  to  their  first  oou- 
ceri  this  season. 

Eight  numbers  comprised  the  pro¬ 
gram  making  it  a  concert  of  shorter  dur¬ 
ation  than  usual,  but  the  verdict  of 
those  qualified  to  express  an  opinion  in 
matters  musical  voted  it  tbe  best  con¬ 
cert  the  club  had  ever  given. 

The  soloists  were  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Baern- 
steiu,  basso,  and  Mr.  Carl  Schoner,  vio¬ 
linist. 

The  work  of  the  Mozart  Club,  under 
the  leadership  of  conductor  Ueorge  E. 
Clauder,  has  reached  a  degree  of  excel¬ 
lence  which  is  commendable.  The 
youthfulness  of  the  performers  also  lends' 
a  charm  to  the  music  which  is  indis¬ 
putable.

The  Street  Lighting  Committee  re 
(anted  that  the  fire  which  destroyed 
tbe  Newark  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company's  Plant  left  tbe  towu  iti 
darkness  for  several  nights,  aud  that 
the  Company  promise  to  have  good 
service  by  Friday  or  Saturday  night 
from  the  Power  house  in  Oraqge, 
which  is  overtaxed  at  the  present 
lime.  Mr.  Lawrence  said  the  lights 
were  out  ou  Monday  night  until  after 
i-tx  o'clock,  aud  that  alter  that  the 
lights  were  very  poor. 

Mr.  Foster  recommended  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  supplies  for  the  fire  alarm 
service  amounting  to  $40,  and  also  to 
purchase  six  lanterns  aud  a  pair  of 
rubber  gloves,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Water  Company  will  be  noti¬ 
fied  to  have  the  plugs  ou  the  hydrants 
loosened.  Considerable  difficulty  was 
experienced  at  the  last  tire  on  Park 
Avenue  from  this  cause. 

Treasurer  Lawrence  stated  that  the 
sewer  construction  account  had  been 
overdrawn,  aud  be  recommended 
that  a  note  be  drawn  for  $2,500. 

Adopted. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  Township  Engineer  Vreeland  of 
Franklin  Township  concerning  the 
boundary  line  between  Bloomfield 
and  Franklin.  Engineer  Olmsted 
said  there  was  no  dispute  in  regard 
to  the  line  as  established,  aud  recom¬ 
mended  the  placiug  ef  monument 
stones.  Counsel  Halfpenny  said  that 
and  the  liq^were  established  by  act  of 
the  Legislature 

Mr.  Lawrence's  motion  to  refer 
this  matter  to  the  maps  and  surveys 
Committee  was  carried. 

Another  communication  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  Miss  H.  A.  Shibley  in 
regard  to  the  burning  of  trees  on 
Belleville  Avenue  and  Broad  Street 
by  the  electric  light  wires.  This  was 
referred  to  the  Lighting  Committee. 

Charles  Callan  desired  to  have  liis 
tax  which  is  assessed  in  Bloomfield 
and  part  of  it  located  in  Glen  Kidge 
Borough  apportioned  to  the  Borough. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  arrears  of  taxes. 

Mr.  Powers  desired  a  reconsidera¬ 
tion  of  the  vote  by  which  the  use  of 
the  snow  plough  waa  prohibited  at 
the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Lawrence  stated  that  Mr. 

Powers  did  not  vote  at  all  ou  this 
question  but  remained  silent.  He 
was  not  in  favor  of  doing  awaj  with 
the  town  snow  plough  on  account  of 
the  expense  but  because  it  relieved 
the  people  of  the  duty  to  clean  their 
own  walks  of  the  snow. 

Mr.  Haskell  said  that  some  of  the 
prominent  residents  of  the  Township 
did  not  approve  of  the  action  of  the 
committee  in  discontinuing  tbe  use  of 
the  Bnow  plough. 

Mr  Powers  again  moved  a  recon¬ 
sideration  and  Chairman  Stoat,  who 
arrived  while  this  matter  was  under 
consideration,  seconded  the  motion 
for  a  reconsideration.  He  made  ex 
tended  remarks,  said  that  be  did  not 
approve  tbe  nse  of  the  town  plough, 
and  he  would  vote  against  its  use. 

“If  you  remove  Uie  plough  the  people 
will  clean  the  sidewalks  themselves” 
said  Mr.  Stout,  ouutinuing  his  re¬ 
marks.  Mr.  Powers  said  that  he  did 
not  enre  for  the  newspaper  reports  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  the  snow  plough. 

The  vote  to  recousider  was  lost, 

Powers  and  Haskell  voting  aye,  and 
Stout,  Lawrence,  Foster,  Gilbert  and 
Fisher,  no. 

At  9.20  the  Committee  adjourned.
